Gentlemen: 


Your 1/26/77 and 2/9/77 submittals are answered as follows. 

E- 2090 -A The Oak Tree 6d known as Noe 20 or Noe 21 had a backwards S in '.1ASA. 

This was corrected to create variety Noe 22 and in addition HA was 
modified. The submitted coin has the wrong correction of the S and 
has an improperly shaped A following it. There is no change in the 
MA. It, therefore, aeeros that the SA in MASA has been altered by 
modern tooling. The reverse shows a raised area opposite the tooled 
area. Genuine coin but fraudulently altered (check with Richard Picker). 

E-1945-A Washington Born in Virginia - genuine, a. ‘ 

E-1946-A 1795 Liberty u Security. Lettered edge: London, Liverpool or Bristol - 

genuine.

E-2128-A 1788 NJ Horsehead faces left - genuine. 

E-2170-A This is a circulating counterfeit British halfpence dated 1775 and not 
1776 as marked. It is not listed in the Vlack variety list of the 
American made counterfeits. It is probably of British origin. The RT 
counterstamp is not known by me. This piece is an eighteenth century 
circulating counterfeit halfpence. 

E-2009-A Pine Tree Shilling Noe 14 of the very low weight of 2.23 grama. Noe & 

Picker show no coin of this variety to be complete. Picker feels it is 
a circulating counterfeit. I believe it is a genuine clipped coin, 
possibly at the time of the transition to small planchets. There are 
only about 6 known. I cannot classify it as a counterfeit on the basis of 
presently known facts. If it is counterfeit it is a circulating counter- 
feit and thu9 collectible. I must authenticate it as genuine, but questionable.

Opinions on coins sent 2/15/77 are as follows, and coins are 
returned herewith: 

E-2386-A This 1783 Washington & Independence piece is a restrike nade 

by Lincoln from engraved dies in about 1860. Copper restrikes 
are found with a plain edge, but Fuld did not know of a silver 
restrike with a plain edge. It is a rare variation. It is a 
genuine restrike. 

E-2369-A Liberty & Security Penny in copper but gilded subsequent to 

edge lettering and striking. There are pieces which have fire 
gilt which are much brighter. Thi6 piece was scratched across 
the shield before gilding because a subsequent scratch would 
show the copper. It is a very old plating job in any event. I 
would hesitate to call it original gilt. The undercoin is genuine.

I again urge that specific gravity be noted on the coin containers 
for the authenticator's convenience and for efficiency. 


2740-A 1652 Pine Tree Shilling, Noe #10. Heavily clipped circumferentially 

reducing its weight to 44 grains from the 72 grain standard. Genuine 
but clipped in the course of circulation. 

E-2493 1831 U.S. Half Dollar with EB counterstamp in rectangular block. 

Genuine coin. This is not an Ephraim Brasher counter stamp. It is 
not known who this EB is but it is found on other coins. 


E-3148A 1786 New Jersey cent. Heavily worn. Genuine. 


E-2750A 1723 Woods farthing. My measurement of the gravity is 9.2 which is 

too high for a genuine coin. There is a suspicious air hole above 
the period following REX. Please recheck the specific gravity and 
if my figure is right I feel the coin is a plated electro. I don't 
see how there could be lead mixed in the copper. Two other specimens 
of the same piece have specific gravity of 8.9 and 8.85. Have 
another authenticator recheck me.

Gentlemen : 

E-4232-A is a 1787 Fugio (104-FF) known as the New Haven restrike. 
Actually it is from dies prepared about 1860. It is in pure 
copper rather than the brassy copper metal which is customary. It 
has a die break on the obverse from the left side of the sun through 
the rays to the top left cinquefoil, to the top of 0, to the border 
between FU across the top of F to the left lower cinquefoil, across 
MI to the bottom of the left leg of N in MIND. Genuine as a "New 
Haven restrike". 

E-4237-A is a Rosa Americana penny with date unreadable. It is 
probably 1723 and not 1724. Genuine. 

E-3899-A is a 1776 Continental Dollar with one R in CUr/eNCY. The 
edge is undecorated. The inside obverse ring has a bubble loop 
at 7 o'clock. The outer ring on the obverse is missing from 7 to 
8 o'clock. The coin is weak in all detail. It is a crude cast.

The specific gravity 
is 9.02. The weight is 80.7 grains. The upper part of the 
Liber Natus side is fairly clear, but the lower part is not 
struck up. There is a rising lip at the top edge from 10 to 3 
o'clock. The planchet is very thin and has a small radial slit 
at 2 p.m.. The bust side is the Identical die combined with 
the 1776 imitation English halfpence reverse illustrated in the 
above Newman article. All examples of the submitted coin are 
very poorly struck and are on very poor planchets. The coin is 
genuine.

A and the First T of MASATHVSETS . In between the first T and 
the H is a left upright of an H which is supposed to appear to 
be double struck, but which is not. The inner circle of dots 
on the obverse is very irregular under the second S. 

On the reverse there is a large space between A and N of AN. The 
XII is much too far to the left and the beaded circle on the 
reverse is oval rather than round. There is a planchet split from 
the right underside of the tree through the second S. The large 
roots of the tree are virtually all on the left side of the trunk. 

The piece is a forgery. 

This coin is a genuine U.S. 1807 small 0 25 cents which has been polished 
and then gold plated. Its specific gravity is 10.8 which is slightly 
higher than silver because of the gold plating. Its weight is 
4% under official weight even with the gold plating. There is a 
thin raised die break in a diagonal position on the lower part of 
the neck. There is a depression in the field inside of the first 
and second stars from the bottom on the left. The piece is arti- 
ficially gold plated to hide the tooling and thus permanently 
altered. Maybe som^wanted to pass it as a Half Eagle. 

16 shilling Massachusetts note dated May 25, 1775, number 3188, 
and is genuine. 

1787 Connecticut copper Miller 26-AA. Genuine. 

This is a forgery of a non-existent bar. The Parsons $20 bar 
dated 1860 was invented about 1952 and a few were made. Parsons 
issued no bars. There are $18, $20, $50, etc. bars. They are 
gold. Copies are made in lead and other junk with various variations. 
Although once listed in the Red Book the gold bar was removed along 
wL th many other fakes from the same source. The gold bar submitted 
is marked 25 6/10 dwt, but only weights 22 17/24 dwt. You indicated 
it is 18 carat, but it is marked 18^ carat. You show a 14.7 specific 
gravity which shows substantial adulteration. This is one of the 
originally produced fakes. It is also illustrated in the Dec. 1965 
COINAGE, in April 15, 1969 Coin World, Ghost Towns of the Colorado

E-7976-A 1788 Mass, k cent. This is an Evanson copy with the E above 

the star on the obverse ground off along with the top of the 
star. It has been recolored. Forgery. 

E-7704-A 1652 Pine Tree Shilling Noe 16 with the obverse die badly 

broken at IN and the ornament of dots. There is a trench over 
MA and N of IN indicating the edge has been smoothed after 
the coin was made. Unnatural raised dots in field under bottom 
branches and elsewhere indicating casting. Unnatural depressions 
on and under 52 and on A of AN. Border dentils and edge over LAN 

are abnormal. The chord over ETS looks like a vice mark and 

should not be a die break as developed in later use of this 
reverse. Weight of 70 grains and specific gravity of 10.3 are 
satisfactory. In my opinion it is a forgery. Submit to Picker. 

E-8253-A Bar Cent. A over S like in originals. The tail of the S does 

not touch U and there is field in between. There is no die 

break on the reverse bar. There are 96 dentils on the USA side 
and 94 on the bar side. The dentils run to a perimeter line 
which is improper. This is a dangerous forgery and is not a 
Bolen copy.
